OUR LONDON GABLE. 


CONTRARY INFLUENCES RIFE 


Fear of Gold Export Continues—Short 
Loans at 114 to 2 Per Cent.—Dis- 
count Weak at 35¢ for January 
Paper—Evil Effect of Short Credits 
—American Bankers Cautioned.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—The essential cir- 
cumstances have not altered much in 
the money markets since I last wrote. 
We live in a very mixed atmosphge, 
where hope and fear alternately sway 
the mind. When your exchange threat- 
ened us with large exports of gold to 
New York we were all down in the 
durips and saw a 5 per cent. rate imme- 
diately ahead. A slight recovery in that 
exchange dissipated the cloud, and deal- 
ers in credit became suddenly so confi- 
dent that in a couple of days’ time they 
knocked down the quotation for two 
months’ bank paper by quite one-half of 
1 per cent. Indeed, on Thursday such 
paper was taken by some at 3 per cent., 
and it had 3% per cent. early in the 
week. 

Our peace of mind was not destined to 
remain long undisturbed. The French 
exchange suddenly became threatening 
and gold began to slip away to Paris in 
small amounts. At first, bankers affect- 
ed to treat this matter as of no impor- 
tance. ‘“‘ The French cannot take much 
gold from us,” they said, “and so long 
as the American exchange does not give 
way again, we see no reason for taking 
alarm

turned adverse where drafts of gold for 
Paris show a tendency to become heav- 
ier. Germany is also snuffing around 
our market to see if any parcels of metal 
can be picked up, and when one exam- 
ines the actual state of the markets 
abroad, it is impossible to avoid the con- 
that they all in want of 
much as ever. So Saturday 
we were nervous again and apprehensive 
of the disposed clamor for action on the 
part of the Bank of England, and to la- 
ment that short loans should be kicking 
about the market at 1% to 2 per cent. 
Discount, however, remains weak enough 
at 3% per cent. for January 
gold exports must continue. 
Undoubtedly the cheapness of short 
credits is the chief and immediate source 
of trouble in our market. It not only 
prevents discount from remaining firm 
by tempting the speculators in bills to 
underbid each other until the full three 
months’ rate had slipped back almost to 
314 per cent., but compels the Bank of 
England to the measures 
which, taken in time, might save us from 
extremely dear money at the end of the 
year. The Bank, however, is not at all 
to blame for this cheapness. It simply 
obeys the law of its being and supplies 
credit to the Government on demand. 
At the present hour the Bank has alto- 
gether advanced £9,250,000 to the Gov- 
ernment, all in what is called pure credit. 
This is over and above all that the Gov- 
ernment has obtained by the public sales 
of Treasury bills and by the war loans. 
Such a mass of credit, which is money to 
bankers, naturally keeps the current 
rates low, and I see no way out of the 
difficulty short of the Bank coming into 
the market and borrowing on its stock 
to the amount of perhaps £5,000,000 in 
order to make money scarce. It has not 
done and will not until forced, be- 
cause the operation is necessarily expen- 
sive. Therefore we shall just go on as 
we are doing until some big event fairly 
frightens us, and then shall 
scramble.

sults of the week were placed.in sharp 
contrast with the records trading dur- 
ing recent months. At no time this year 
has the curb market shown as much life 
as it did last week, especially on Friday 
and Saturday, when trading was most 
active. 

Buying by. interests associated with 
the properties that showed most. im- 
provement was no doubt largely respon- 
sible for many of the advances recorded, 
but the market’s strength did not depend 
entirely upon buying of this character. 
Orders from the publié seemed to be suf- 
ficient in number very materially’ to af- 
fect the course of stocks and to lead to 
the opinion. that outsiders are not now as 
apathetic as they were a few months or 
even a few weeks’ ago. Advances were 
well distributed’ through the list and 
gave evidence of a broader market than 
has Ween had for a long time. The 
market more nearly resembled that of 
the Spring of last year than any that 
has been seen during the past twelve 
months. Though in some quarters it 
was thought that the movement is not 
likely to prove lasting, there seems 
ground for the opinion that the better- 
ment that has occurred in prices is not 
the result of merely passing influences. 

The industrials supplied several of the 
most active and: strongest stocks. Prom- 
inent among these was the’ American 
Woolen, which on some days was traded 
in in quite large amounts at constantly 
advancing prices. Both.issues ended the 
week with net gains of about 5 points, 
and both closed very near the best prices 
of the week. The common stock, which 

old up to 18%, closed at 1714, and. the 
preferred, which reached 75, closed at 
744%. Insiders were buyers of the stock 
throughout the week, but there also 
seemed to be a fairly large demand-from 
other sources: The business of the com- 
pany is said to be large, and it is ex- 
pected that its profits during the coming 
year will be very considerable. The 
week's activity in the stock again drew 
attention to the recent report of the com- 
pany’s earnings, which showed nearly 8 
per cent, on the common stock. Among 
the other industrials that were particu- 
larly active were International Pump, 
Rubber Goods, and Standard Oil. 

The annual meeting of the Distilling 
Company of America was held on Friday 
after several adjournments, which were 
taken because no quorum could be had. 
Several suits were instituted against the 
company in one form or another, which 
served to. still further complicate the 
situation. The right to establish a voting 
trusteeship was questioned, and the plans 
of the stockholders’ committee were thus 
much interfered with. It is believed that 
the work of this committee cannot pro- 
ceed until this question is decided by the 
courts. The annual report of the com- 
pany was not a very favorable one, but 
was perhaps a little better than was ex- 
and served to advance the price 
of the preferred stock about 2 points. 
The statement showed that the com- 
pany’s net earnings amounted to some- 
thing over $1,300,000,

In the beginning of this 
trading there was a profit of 6 or 7 per 
cent. in. the transaction, but this was 
subsequently cut down to about 5 per 
cent. It is said that the stock will be
